Iaud  one  of  ids  daughters  were  among  the 
gm-sts.  I  might  havemel  Dr.  Spring  be¬ 
fore  then  but  not  to  have  the  fact  impress¬ 
ed  on  memory:  all  I  cared  for  in  tfcose 
days  were  the  lovely  iloweis  and  drives 
1  the  nicely  kept  tsbfcs- from  which  we 

f  children  would  always  Uikc  the  nuts  ami 
per  hap-*  an  orange  to  eat  .in  our  rooms — 

I  it  was  very  bad  manners  but  I  think  now 
our  pareats  pardoned  our  offence,  think¬ 
ing  it  better  for  our  health.  The  (lowers 
1  grew  in  the  garden,  greatT>£d»  61  clove 
L  pinks  as  they  were  called.  ^It  was  so  nice 
[  to  go  to  the  bubbling  springs  for  a  waft 
dong  before  the  breakfast  hour,  i  and  get 
a  retreating  drink,  so  cold  and  delightful. 
Why!  it  tasted  something  like  the  soda 
water  you  get  now  at  the  druggist's  only 
with  lots  more  salt  and  >oda.  It  was  the 

k  fashion  in  those  days  to  drink  it  anddiink 
it  we  must— all  for  health. 

Then  there  were  lovely  drives  to  a  heau ti¬ 
tful  lake,  with  the  Indian  encampments  in 
Bho  wood*— bift  I  am  getting  loquacious, 
like  any  old  lady  ai-ross  the  threshold  of 
!  fifty  years — the  past  always  rushes  -like  a 
whirl-pool  8o  we  will  leave  outside  Sar¬ 
atoga  and  go  back  to  one  of  the  large  par¬ 
lors.  A  lecture  on  mesmerism  was  to  be 
given  one  afternoon  to  entertain  the  guests 
and  tHe  lecturer  s  name  I  have  forgotten 
if  I  ever  knew.  |  I  child-like  wanted  to 
see  with  the  older  persons  and  kept  as 
close  to  my  friends  as  I  could  get.

1  remember  hi*  performance  was  won¬ 
derful,  It  was  the  chief  talk  among  tbe 
guests  long  after. 

Since  that  time  I  .have  heard  lecture* 
fnnn  the  ablest  -peakcr*  that  New  \ork 
or  other  cities  could  obtain  up  to  they 
1K75 — learning  not  a  bit  more  of  the  cause* 
of  mesmeric  mystery  than  I  did  Monday 
night  I  have  peered  till  pugh  this  mist  of 
science  a*  far  as  my  near-sighted  vision 
Will  allow. 

I  thought  to  myself,  if  I  cannot  under 
stand  this  grand  mingling  of  sclentific 
words,  how  can  the  younger  members  of 
the  Society. 

I  beard  one  lady  ask  another  in  the  dis¬ 
cussion  that  followed  the  lecture  “did  you 
understand  all  thut  Mr.  Holmes  said 
she  laughed  in  reply  “oh  no !  I  m  such  an 
ignoramus  in  scientific  words,  that  if 
were  before  a  professor  In  a  class  he  would 
say  “next  soholar/  and  we  all  echoed 
••next’'  In  thought  no  doubt.  I  wonder 
who  will  “stand  head.” 

I  write  this  letter  in  thanks  to  the  older 
members  of  the  Society,  both  for  the  lee

On  motion,  permission  was  refused 
to  Mr.  Joseph  Miller  to  dump  night- 
soil  upon  his  premises  corner  of  Belle¬
